Policy. 

I went to St. John to hear hon. 
Mr. Mackenzie and hon. Mr. Cart- 
wright in Angust, 1878, address a 
large meeting there. Hon. Mr. Mac. 
kenxie did predict on the start that 
the new policy would make million- 
aires of the manufacturers, and in a 
few years more it would make bank- 
rupts of them as well. It has not 
done either. On the start, it is true, 
implements were dearer than they 
are now, because, as I said, the ap- 
pliances for making them were not 
as complete as they are now; but | 
believe there 1s more money made 
ona binder to-day, selling it for 
$185, at which price I have bought 
them, than there was at $350, when 
first made, after the National Policy, 
because the facilities for making 
them were not as good then as they 
are now. By getting competion, 
and by getting these factories estab- 
lished on a sound basis, competing 
with one another, they build and 
complete an article in the best way 
and put it on the market at a reason- 
able price. Here is where the mea- 
sure of my hon. friend comes into 
play. We had our difficulties at 
the start under the National Policy. 
We all admit that for a time prices 
were higher, and articles perhaps 
not quite so good, but by having 
protection our manufacturets ve e 
able to overcome that difficulty ; and 
although it is argued by some hon. 
yentlemen that we cannot compete 
in foreign markets with England 
and the United States I want to see 
the Government whose policy has 
been progress and advancement sub- 
sidize steamships to carry the pro- 
duce of our country to foreign coun- 


|tries, where many of our manufac- 


turers may find a market for then 
goods. I want to see the Covern- 
ment of this country pursue the 
same policy in the future that they 
have in the past, and providing 
cheap transport for two or three 
years, so as to establish new mar- 
kets and inspire the merchants of 
the country with confidence in es- 
tablishing their agencies; and | 
venture to say that good will result. 
It will enable our skilled mechanics 
who have devoted their time to 
thoroughly learning their trades, to 
improve in the production of thei 
wares, and) the more that is manu- 
factured the cheaper it ean be pro- 
duced, It will also be the means 
of opening up a market for the pro- 
duce that will be raised by the thou- 
sands of people who are going into 
that vast new country in the North 


West. It will furnish an outlet for 
the volden harvests that wall be 
reaped from those rieh and tert le
